Judged by the record of its first six 
months, says the Chicago Tiibunc, the 
year 1889 bids fair to be remembered 
as the year of disaster all over the world. 
During the month 
of January there 
were no serious railroad wrecks except 
the collision on the New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio Railtoad, in which 
eight persons were killed and as many 
more seriously injured; but there were 
fifteen marine disasters, involving a loss 
of 165 lives, included among them be- 
ing the steamboat 
Paris C. 
Brown, 
which went down in the 
Mississippi 
river, costing tlie loss of 11 lives, 
Feb- 
ruary and March also were singularly 
free from railroad 
disasters, but 
the 
marine losses in February were 284, an 
increase of 119 over January. 
During 
the same month 10 persons lost their 
lives by a railroad disaster in Belgium, 
10 by a wind storm in Nebraska, 23 by 
the terrible hotel fire in Hartford,Conn., 
200 by an earthquake in Costa Rica, 
13 by a cyclone in Georgia and 11 by 
a i)0wder explosion in Wilkesbarre, Pa. 
In March the marine losses further in- 
creased to 351, the number biding swell- 
ed by the 146 sailors of the German 
and 
American war vessels who were 
drowned during the hurricane at 
the 
Samoan Islands. 
In May the floods be- 
gan their work ot death and devastation. 
The first intelligence came from Austria 
and Bohemia, where 135 lives were lost. 
The consummation was in the Cone- 
maugh Valley on the last.pf the month,s 
when 6,111 perished and 
$ 1 0 . 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 
worth of nro|)erty was destroyed. 
The 
month was characterized by a frightful 
series oi disasters. 
Thirty persons were 
killed by an accident on the Pennsyl- 
vania road at Latrobe; 70 by a disas- 
ter at Armagh, Ireland; 1,200 by a fire 
in China; 40 by a falling market build- 
ing in Mexico; 70 by a mine disaster 
m Austria, and 
70 by a cyclone in 
Cuba. 
Altogether during trie first six 
months (»f the year nearl«i^4^ooo lives 
were lost in disasters of all kinds. 
Be- 
sides the loss of property involved m 
these disasters fire has swept awny prop- 
erty amounting to over 2 7 0 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 in 
value in the United States. 
It adds to 
the mournful record of the si;c months 
that suicides, murders, hangings, lynch- 
ings and crimes of all kinds have also 
shown a marked mcrease over the cor- 
responding period for many years past.

lîo^7 Sliito Pencils arc Manuf.icturcî. 


One of the most peculiar branches of 
industry in this country is the manufac- 
ture of slate pencils. 
There is only one 
slate-pencil factory in tho United States. 
It is located at Castleton, Vt,, and em- 
ploys twenty-five hands, who turn out 
30,000 slate pencils every day. 


TJio method of manufacture is a good 
deal in advance of tho primitive means 
employed somo years ))ack. 
Not long 
since the blocks of soft slate from which 
they are cut v/ere sawed in lengths and 
distributed among the neighboring labor- 
ers families to bo whittled down to pen- 
cil shape. 
Those working at them could 
earn about fifty cents per thousand. 
By 
the present system tho blocks, which are 
as \ndis 
as a pencil is long are put into 
the mouth of a machine ctilled tlio croco- 
dile. 
This contains six rows of revolv- 
ing curved knives. 
As the dab passes 
between these knives parallel grooves are 
cutin tho slabs, then tlioy are turned and 
cut thi-ough. 
The square pencils are 
then rounded and polished by holding 
them against the emery belt.

can cut out and finish about 8000 pencil«

The Malaria Microbe, 


The scientists are still studying this 
dangerous little microbe, which annually 
kills its millono of victims, and which 
has been particularly fatal in the United 
States and the Mississippi Valley. 
It is 
highly probable that their study will re- 
sult in shedding more light on this sub- 
ject and, therefore, in saving many lives; 
but the facts already determined are of 
great advantage to the world and ought 
to assist it in materially reducing the 
mortality from malaria. 
It is proved, 
for instance, that malaria is due to a mi- 
crobe taken into the system frequently 
from drinking bad (^malaria or swampy) 
water; that its existence in any district 
can easily be determined by a scientist; 
that the malaria of a district can be de- 
stroyed by cultivation, 
and often by 
hedging or planting trees, and 
that 
quinine will destroy the poison if taken 
in time, 
We are nearing the complete 
solution of the malaria problem, as we 
have solved that of smallpox and probably 
that of hydrophobia.—li^ew Orkan^ Tinm-

HOW TO PAPBH THE PARLOR. 


Tlio parloi', of course, is the best room 
in the house usually and should have the 
best paper aui^ tho majority of peopU 
rriil be more particular with this than 
any other room. 
A good plan is'to go

wood, use a yellow, wav3'- colored papei 
with a ceiling paper of bluish tint and n 
little gilt.

When- 
ever aa ox or cov.- has a fever or other ail- 
ment they cease to ruminate or chew the 
cud. and those -who are not fjuaillar with 
ihe internal structure of these animals are 
Inclined to think they have svrallo\ved or 
lost something -which she-aid be restored, 
hence the very common idea among farm- 
ers that an artificial cud should be made 
::nd p^ven to the cov.-.

The figures show very 


cfc-ariv that upon rich soil pasturage yields 
the largest proportion of nutriment —hich 
the crops afford, and -when the pasture is 
kept in good condition and is ecten close- 
Iv so as to Drcduce a continuous succession 
of young- and tender herbage, the most 
nutriment is procured from the. crop. 


But when hay is made it is necessary 


to choose a time when the largest gener- 
al average of value can be secured—ihat 
is, when the most actual nutriment can 
lie obtained.

THK GKEAT CHOP OF T H E REASOX. 


"Weeds are the great crop of the season, 
iîvery farmer shoiild know all the Aveeds 
on his farm, and their manner of growth, 
whether 
they are annual or last more 
than one year. 
lie harvests his grain be- 
fore it is ripe, knowing tliat the jjrocess 
of maturity will go on, but he often does 
not think that many weeds, if cut soon 
after they have flowered, will ripeu tlieir 
seeds as well as if high on the ground, 
and these weeds if tiirown on the manure 
h(»ap or into the ])ig-sty, M'ill alîord 
an 
abundant supply of -weeds to continue 
the trouble. 
Keep a sharp eye for any 
new or strange weed that apjiears on tlie 
farm. If need be, extra exertions maybe 
made to prev(»i2t it from spreading.

safest way to dispose of weeds is to 
burn them.

IKIS more tiian one stomach and the cow 
has four; the first is much larger than the 
other three. 
Tlie first stomach or paunch 
lies on the left side, and receives the 
coarse aud bulky food as gathered and 
swallowed by the cow. 
Whea tliis food 
lias become somewhat macerated it is 
forced up into the mouth where it is thor- 
oughly masticated or reehewed, and this 
o])eration is termed ''chewing the cud,'' 
(battle usually chew the cud when at rest. 
Hence the nccessitv of allowing oxen a 
lorger })cnod of rest than horses when 
engaged in steady heavy work. 
When- 
ever an ox or cow has a fever or other ail- 
ment they cease to ruminate or chew the 
cud, and those who are not familiar with 
the internal struciture of these animals are 
inclined to think they have swallowed or 
lost something which should be restored, 
hence the very common idea among farm- 
oj's that an artificial cud should be nuide 
and given 
to the cow. 
Sometimes a 
piece of fat pork is forced down tlie 
throat, a wad of grass, lumps of bread, 
and othci' useless tilings are given to en- 
able the cov/ to regain what she has 
never lost. 
Jn case of fever or indiges- 
tion a dose of Kjisom salts, a half pound 
to apoujid, dissolved to a quart of v/ater 
will usually prove beneficial and restore 
the aiiimal to health.—New 
York
